cessation from the sea to the Swiss 
border. In the mud of Flanders, the 
floods of the Alsne Valley and the 
snows of the Argonne and the Vosges 
the soldiers of Germany and the al- 
‘lied nations keep up a continual fight 
to hold what they possess and take 
something from that held by the 
enemy. 
According te a long official report 
of the fighting during the past two 
months, issued by the French war 
staff today, this method of siege op- 
erations largely has favored the al- 
lies, who, while they have gained 
ground on almost every part of the 
front, have been forced to give way 
in only one. region—that of Soisso 
They are being put to a teat, however, 
similar to that which obliged them to 
retire from north of the Alsne near 
Soiasona, because the Germans, realiz- 
ing the danger to their communica- 
tions with Metz as a result of French 
success near Pont-a-Mousson, have 
sent reinforcements there and have 
begun a battle for the positions they 
lost last week.

DIES 
IN HONOLULU. 


Dr. Wilbert P. Ferguson, who was 
pastor of the Boyle Heights Metho- 
dist Church, this city, in 1904, died 
in Honolulu on January 6, aged 562 
years, following an operation for ap- 
pendicitia. He leaves a widow, Mrs. 
Cora Belle Ferguson, who was his 
second wife; two sons, Donald and 
Perry, and three daughters, Ora, Mar- 
garet and Helen. 

At the time of his death he was 
principal of the Millis School, a board- 
ing school for ortentals, a branch of 
the Mid-Pacific Institute, which posi- 
tion he assumed in September, 1915. 
He was a native of Canada, son of a 
Methodist minister, and was named 
Wilbert Perry Ferguson, after the 
famous Admiral Perry, of whom he 
was a lineal descendant on his moth- 
er’s side. 

He was a graduate of Victoria Uni- 
versity, Syracuse University and Drew 
Theological Seminary. He became 
professor of Latin in Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, which institution conferred 
upon him the degree of doctor of 
divinity. Later he entered the pulpit 
and among his charges in Southern 
California were Boyle Heights and 
Redlands. From the latter place he 
went to Lincoln, Neb., and then  be- 
came president of Centenary Collegi- 
ate Institute, a Methodist boarding 
school at Hackettstown, N. J. Then 
followed his four years’ service as 
head master of the Symms School, 
which he surrendered to accept the 
pri of Milis School, Hono- 
ult. 


He soon began to take an interest 
in the affairs of the Hawalian Islands 
and at the time of his death was con- 
sidered an important factor and leader 
in all civic and religious affairs. He 
was an exceptionally fine scholar. 
a fivent writer and speaker, and was 
sought as an ‘influential element in 
every movement in the islands for 
betterment of the people. He was 
active in the work among Chinese, in

If the former, then 
let ws rigorously exclude every con- 
sideration except that of obvious im- 
mediate money-getting utility. There 
are many unfortunate cases where this 
is all the education that the boy or 
girl can get. 

“This unhappy situation means that 
jthe young person is destined to a life 
little better than that of an industria) 
ve. There is not a factory, work- 
shop or big store in the country where 
thie idea of education is not present 
and may be judged by its results. It 
means that the workman is always 
kept in subjugation to the work hr 
must do with little chance to advance 
This is the rankest form of commer: 
clalism in education. 
“If for no other reason than to fin’ 
a remedy for such a state of affair 
and promote the public and persona | 
good we must fall back on a differen 
theory of education. There is only 
one other theory of education and that 
is that the object of education is to 
-jtrain the mind and character to their 
very highest possibilities—to turn the 
‘iboy into the best ble man that 
can be made out of him. This is the 
most useful thing in the long run. 
“There are just these two things 
needed to develop the intellectual 
power to it8 highest point: To think 
clearly and justly and to express 
thought clearly and justly. Experi- 
ence proves that these are the great 
studies which train men to think in 
the best way: Mathematics, science, 
philosophy and history. 
“In the same way language and lit- 
erature must be studied if the indi- 
vidual ts trained to express himself in 
the best way. Often I am asked if 
the study of Latin and Greek is not a 
loss of time. My answer is that these 
studies do not belong to primary edu- 
cation which is all ninety per cent. of 
the people get, but to secondary and 
higher education. Those of the other 
ten per cent. who do not improve 
their opportunity to study Latin and 
Greek miss the best chance to learn 
how to express thought. We forget 
that these languages are the funda- 
mentals of so much else.”

CAN ISSUE MORE STOCK. 

State Railroad Commission Gives 
Mt. Whitney Power Corporation 
Permission to go Ahead. 
Authority to issue $418,000 of pre- 
ferred stock and to convert $750,000 
of similar stock, now outstanding, into 
common stock, was given the Mt. 
Whitney Power and Electric Company 
yesterday by decision of the State 
Railroad Commission. This company 
operates chiefly in Tulare and Kern 
counties, and is the property of a New 
York holding corporation of similar 
name, of which John Hays Hammond 
is the principal stockholder. 

The proceeds from the issue of pre- 
ferred stock is to be used ostensibly 
to pay off the company’s floating in- 
debtedness, though the order of the 
commission provides that the company 
may retain $100,000 of the issue in 
the treasury: to be used either to care 
for future betterments or to satisfy 
monetary obligations to Mr. Ham- 
mond. The company intends to issue 
the stock to the holding corporation. 
This concern in its turn will issue 
shares in corresponding amounts.

The man in the case is sald to have 
been Daval, who had worked at the 
DeWitt home. After the death of the 
latter he was seen about this city a 
great deal and considerable feeling 
was aroused against him, especially 
DeWitt’s fellow lodge mem- 


Last night Sheriff’ McMartin wae 
called up by some unknown party and 
the Sheriff was advised to get Daval 
out of town or warn him that trou- 
bie was brewing for him uniess he 
took the first train out. The Sheriff 
immediately hunted the man up and 
warned him. It seems as though 
Daval had also been given a hint, for 
he inquired of the Sheriff about trains. 


MISSES HIS TRAIN. 


He was told that a train left for 
the north at a certain hour, but Daval 
sald he could not be ready to take 
that train. However, he went to the 
depot. Men after him were watch- 
ing him and when they noticed that 
he did not take the train, but started 
up town, they gathered about him 
and began hustling him. Soon the 
hustling developed into a run and a 
pistol shot or two rang out, and Daval, 
thoroughly frightened, took to his 
heels with the crowd after him, urg- 
ing him along with occasional blows 
and many curses, 

The last seen of the fleeing man 
and his pursuers at about 10 p.m. was 
the crowd going westward on Meta 
street, near Oak, Daval is sald to 
have made his way to the Ventura 
River bed at the west side of the 
city, where i. was lost in the dense 
growth of willows 

A few days bet..e De Witt's death 
he took a trip to Los Angeles and 
on his return home he immediately 
procured a gun he had in the house 
and went out into a near-by field with 
it.
